Wedded d ss? 


New installation at Art Institute causing a stir for brides-to-be

Gabrielle Berger envisioned Millennium 
Park’s lush gardens and the city’s soaring 
skyline as the backdrop for her June wed- 
ding when she booked the outdoor terrace 
of the Art Institute’s Modern Wing almost 
a year ago. 

But art, of all things, has gotten in the 
way of the stunning views sought by Berger 
and other brides, who have been told that 
the glass panels surrounding the terrace 
will be obstructed by a temporary art in- 
stallation this summer. 

‘A. riot of color and play,” is the museum’s 
description of “Restless Rainbow,” the col- 
lection of vinyl strips designed by artist 
Pae White for the terrace. 

An “acid-trip funhouse” is Berger’s take. 

“I knew what risks we were taking in 
booking the space,” said Berger, who 
thought the stark white walls of the Mod- 
ern 'VC^ng would fit her wishes for a “mini- 


malist” wedding. “But what they’ve select- 
ed to display in the space during wedding 
season is absurd.” 

The unhappiness of brides such as 
Berger highlights the fine line modern-day 
museums sometimes walk between art and 
commerce. The Art Institute has 37 non- 
corporate events, including weddings and 
rehearsal dinners, lined up for the terrace 
during the nearly four-months the installa- 
tion will be in place. 

White is an internationally known con- 
temporary artist, and once her plans for 
the terrace were finalized in mid-April the 
Art Institute informed everyone who had 
booked weddings and other events. 

But advance notice didn’t do much to 
soothe the anxieties of couples who paid 
handsomely to secure one of the city’s 
most prestigious venues. 

Renting the terrace costs $5,000, while 
the tab is $10,000 for the entire third 


floor including the Terzo Piano restau- 
rant, Art Institute spokeswoman Erin 
Hogan said. Hogan said wedding parties 
have “expressed their concerns” over how 
“Restless Rainbow” will affect their cele- 
brations and is looking for ways to address 
them. 

'At the same time,” Hogan said, “we 
are an art museum committed to bringing 
contemporary art— and art of all periods 
and places — to our visitors.” 

Bride-to-be Anna Gonis, 31, enlisted 
about 10 other couples to file a formal 
complaint to the Art Institute. Gonis has 
reserved the terrace for her wedding’s 
cocktail hour Jtxne 25 but is considering a 
change. 

“This isn’t against the artist themselves; 
it is an amazing opportxmity for them” 
Gonis said. “But in fairness, the institute 
needs to keep in mind the other individu- 
als who have contracted the space.”

Last year’s resurfacing of the Eisenhower Ex- 
pressway improved the aging pavement, but 
there’s no easy fix for the highway’s obsolete 
design, which contributes to traffic backups 
and accidents, experts say 

As a result, state highway design engineers 
are working on long-term solutions, focusing 
on 170 ideas generated mostly by the public 
to reduce gridlock and crashes on the Eisen- 
hower (Interstate 290). 

The analysis also seeks to improve travel 
options for mass-transit riders and bicyclists 
and pedestrians who use nearby arterial 
streets that are clogged with traffic and often 
dangerous. 

The various concepts under review will be 
presented at a public meeting Wednesday 
conducted by the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. Public feedback is invited. 

Eor regular drivers of the Eisenhower, 
remedies cannot come soon enough. Severe 
traffic congestion for up to 17 hours a day and 
more than 6,000 crashes over a three-year 
period put the Eisenhower in a class of its 
own. 

The possible solutions being examined in- 
clude widening the Eisenhower to four lanes 
in each direction for the entire length of the 
highway The expansion would make room 
for “managed lanes” handling car-poolers, 
express buses or drivers willing to pay tolls to 
commute more quickly during rush hours, ac- 
cording to IDOT planners. 

But so far, money is available only for the 
ongoing review of ideas. “Part of our analysis 
is to examine the financing options,” said Pete 
Harmet, IDOT bureau chief of programming 
for the Chicago region. “We are a ways away 
from construction.” 




New Blago defense: Others play the game

As governor. Rod Blagojevich liked to por- 
tray himself as a cut above other politicians 
when it came to ethics, once famously ac- 
cusing legislators of being eager to cater 
to high-powered lobbyists who “eat fancy 
steaks” and “shuffle in Gucci loafers.” 

But that stance for Blagojevich under- 
scores a paradox in his defense. He stands 
accused of trying to swap official action for 
campaign cash, and his lawyers now are try- 


ing to argue that his conduct was nothing 
out of the ordinary for a politician. 

Blago jevich’s lawyer, Aaron Goldstein, 
previewed the pitch Tuesday during a 
hearing— held away from the jury— as he 
referred to testimony from a trio of wit- 
nesses who allege Blagojevich tried to put 
the squeeze on them for campaign cash in 
2008. 

All three, Goldstein said, have a history 
of raising cash for other political figures 


with the power to dispense favors. But now 
they were claiming to have had reservations 
about Blagojevich, Goldstein said sarcasti- 
cally 

“They are saying, ‘I felt pressure,’ ” Gold- 
stein said. “...Yet these are the same people 
who play the game.” 

Blagojevich was simply practicing poli- 
tics as usual, the defense argued, and claims 
of victimhood are not credible from wit- 
nesses steeped in the art of horse-trading.

Gibson excels in his Bulls role(s) 


As the Bulls pushed around 
their wheelbarrow full of sala- 
ry-cap cash in July Taj Gibson 
sat at home and recovered from 
the shock wave therapy he had 
to address plantar fasciitis in 
both feet. 

Gibson had just finished 
a rookie season in which he 
played through pain to appear 
in all 82 games, starting 70 
times and earning first-team 
All-Rookie status with averages 
of 8.9 points, 7.4 rebounds and 
1.3 blocks. Beyond numbers, his 
defensive savvy belied his first- 
year status.

Even when they break 
out the elaborately choreographed showgirls 
and light-up suits— as they did in their video 
for “Yju Are a Tourist,” which was filmed in a 
single take and broadcast live on the Web as it 
was shot— Gibbard and his bandmates never 
come across as rock stars. T'hey're still more 
or less the same scrappy Pacific Northwest- 
ern group that built its reputation on wistful 
yet anthemic songs like “I Was a Kaleido- 
scope” and “Transatlanticism,” the title track 
to Death Cab's 2003 breakthrough album. 
But hey about those showgirls ...

Company of Thieves’ 
likable-enough 2009 debut, “Ordinary 
Riches,” I wanted to yell, “This is nice 
and all, but how about some more 
oomph?” Well, the oomph has arrived. 

“Running From a Gamble” is a ma- 
jor step up in urgency and power, like 
“Batman Begins” growing up into “The 
Dark Knight.” Throughout the record 
frontwoman Genevieve Schatz’s voice 


is alternately explosive and reflective-commanding in her album-length story of a young 
girl, Karen, facing the world on her own. Schatz details a creepy casting-couch situation in 
the catchy, haunting “Modern Waste” (“Making a movie, isn’t that what you want?” she asks), 
while later, as “Never Come Back” smolders, it’s easy to imagine someone in their 20s losing 
their way but determined to press on. 

The somewhat aimless, grimy “Gorgeous/Grotesque” and “Syrup” lack the rest of the re- 
cord’s immediacy. Yet it’s impossible not to feel invigorated by the closing trio of sassy, horn- 
soaked “Tallulah,” empowering “Won’t Go Quietly” and legitimate epiphany “After Thought,” 
where Schatz declares, “I am not my problems, I am not my money’s worth/where I went 
to school, order of my birth.” For adults searching for their place in the world, that kind of 
learned stability is nothing short of life-changing.

than anything else. I’m far too old to be 
Googling myself and checking message boards 
to see if people like the new song or the new 
video or whatever else. That’s one of the nice 
things about Twitter-it tends to be mostly peo- 
ple who just want to say nice things. 

With the success of “Narrow Stairs/* you 
were out on the road for nearly two years, 
right? 

Not really. We started touring in May of 2008 
and we played our last show of that tour in July 
of 2009. So it was a good 15 months. That’s 
a pretty typical cycle for us, but that doesn’t 
necessarily mean we are on the road every day 
between those two dates. If we wanted to fill 
every date, we could, but I think we’re all at a 
point in our lives where we want to do the work 
and we want to be a band, but there are things 
that are of greater importance in life than four 
guys onstage playing rock music. 

Well, you and Nick are both married now— so 
I would think that would change your priori- 
ties a bit in terms of balancing the band with 
your personal lives. 

Yeah, and Jason, our drummer, has two kids. 

So yeah-it’s strange to say it, but I guess it’s 
technically true, that this is my life’s work at 
this point. Being a musician and being a tour- 
ing musician-that’s how we make our living. 

So none of us are going to forsake the thing 
that we get up in the morning to do and that 
we love doing, because we’re married or have 
kids. But it certainly makes you think, “Maybe 
we won’t book a one-month tour of deep Asian 


countries.” You have to prioritize a little bit. 

When you picked the name Death Cab for 
Cutie for the band, did you have any inkling 
you’d still be using it 15 years later? 

Our loftiest goals at that time were to be a 
band that could sell 10,000 to 20,000 records 
and go out on tour. And eventually, the party 
would be over and you’d have to enter the 
workforce like everybody else. So our goals 
were very meager at that point. I guess at a cer- 
tain point-it might have only been in the last 
couple years that I started to realize that, wow, 
this is what I do. This isn’t a preamble to some- 
thing else. I’m not, knock on wood, going to be 
going back and getting a teaching certificate at 
some point. 

When I told people I was doing this inter- 
view, the No. 1 question everyone seemed to 
have was whether there will ever be another 
Postal Service record. Do you and Jimmy 
Tamborello still talk? Is there ever a chance 
of that project getting revived? 

Yeah, sure, we’re friends. The party line is, who 
knows? Maybe someday. But it was always 
meant as a side project and something that 
would be fun to do. And you know, we just 
haven’t had the time. We’re both very busy, 
and I don’t think either of us felt the impetus 
to want to resurrect it. But that’s not to say it’ll 
never happen.

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Meet the sassy comics behind 
bookstore’s iesbian showcase

Bookstores aren’t just for browsing anymore, and 
that goes double at Women & Children First, 
where “Sappho’s Salon: A Provocative Night of 
Lesbian Diversions” has been bringing in the 
laughs monthly since 2008. 

Founder-host Kathie Bergquist (author of ‘A 
Field Guide to Gay and Lesbian Chicago”) created 
the performing arts showcase— which features 
lesbian-identifed artists but is open to everyone— 
to bridge the gap between LGBT bar shows and 
traditional bookstore events. Although Women & 
Children First had featured “music nights” in the 
past, they hadn’t quite clicked. 

“I felt that if we made it a little sexier, it could 
work,” Bergquist said. ‘And I didn’t want to limit it 
to just musical acts because then you’re going to run 
through the pool of the five ‘out’ lesbian musicians 



in Chicago pretty fast— and then pray that some 
touring artist happens to be coming through.” 

To that end, Bergquist has hosted such diverse 
acts as Austin, Texas-based indie musician Gretch- 
en Phillips, variety show troupe La Duke Palabra 
and South Side spoken word and movement collec- 
tive Pow Wow, who performed in holiday-themed 
negligees. Guests get food and wine (included with 
admission) before and after the show and during 
intermission while DJ SpinNikki plays music. 

This month, Sappho’s helps you get your giggles 
on with a stand-up showcase featuring five top- 
notch local lesbian comics. We caught up with 
them to find out what they’re about— and where 
they get the inspirations for their jokes.

With the chilly weather, it may seem to too early to think 
about sun, sand and swimwear. Still, we want to arm you with 
some tips for when you do venture out to find the perfect suit

Large bust 

Wear blouson tops, halter 
tops with wide straps, under- 
wire support, vertical stripes 
or patterns. 

Small bust 

Ruffles or horizontal stripes. 
Light colors on top and dark 
on the bottom.

Heavy hips 
and thighs
